The City Attor­ 
ney requested that the Torrance 
portion of a newly annexed wa­ 
ter area be excluded from the 
county water district.

Remelmeyer stated today that 
h* has filed a notice of appeal 
te the Appellate Court.

A county spokesman pointed 
out that this action may hold yp 
the sale of a $«00,000 bond is- 
tae to improve the new area in 
IPunty Water District 13. The 
sale is mandatory before the dis­ 
trict can bring the water pres­ 
sure up to standard in portions 
of southeast Torrance and Ix>- 
mita.

The Ix>s Angeles County Board 
of Supervisors will certify the 
election Jan. 19.

Water works district officials 
are now checking with the coun- 
^ counsel to find out if the 
IWHheast portion of Torrance 
can be excluded   even though 
thin area voted overwhelmingly 
to be annexed. If the answer is 
in the affirmative, this area 
would have to be eliminated by 
the action of the supervisors, an 
Hemelmeyer has requested.

Lomita civic groups started 
the annexation move, after both 
Toriamce and county building of- 
'"icials refused to issue permits in 
£» area on grounds that the 
low water pressure created » fire 
hazard.
